among farmers in this state as 
in other states to neglect killing enough 
hogs and cure enough meat for their 
awn use. So prevalent has been this 
practice in many communities that the 
art of slaughtering hogs and dpessing 
meat has been almost lost. , 

In Arkansas, where farmers still 
depend on home cured meat to a large 
extent, the practice of slaugttering 
hogs on the farm is still done extensive- 
ly. The Arkansas farmers kill about 
as many hogs as are killed by farmres 
in Illinois, while the farmers of this 
state produce almost five times as 
many hogs, with about five times «s 
many people to feed. 

With hogs selling nd 9 cents. 
the farmers will no doubt feel justified 
in heaping their pork barrels\a little 


higher this winter. The average farm |. 


family consumes about 500 pounds of 
pork every year. An average of three 
or four hogs should be killed on every 


farm, depending on the size of the! 


hogs and family. If any of the hams, 
shoulders, and bacon are not used the 
surplus will sell for a good price next 
summer. 

One of the niasiinensi of killing hogs 
on the farm is that a variety of meat 
is furnished and a good quantity of 
home rendered lard is left from the 
average sized hog.

More Steel Wage Cuts.

The Steel corporation 
is operating at 85 to $0 per cent capacity, 
while the chief independents are running 
fom 40 to 70 per cent capacity. Both 
te Iron Age and the Iron Trade Review 
recite Wage cuts of 20 to 25 per cent by 
anumber of independents, and the prob- 
piity of further such announcements, 
tt also comment on the lowering of 
wes by independent concerns to the 
corporation schedule.
